Congressman D. F. Lafean bas dis 
tributed 110,000 packets of vegetable 
and flower seeds, as furnished by the 
government, among the residents of 
the boroughs and townships of Adams 
and York Counties during the past 
several weeks. 
Contrary to a rumor prevalent in 
some portions of the two counties, the 
seeds al lot tis! to Congressman Lafean 
for distribution by the United States 
Department of Agriculture are all of 
standard 
varieties and are grown 
from the same stock as those used by 
the most prominent seed dealers in 
the country. 
Nearly all of the seed, 
according to Congressman Lafean, are 
expressly grown for the government 
under contract. 
It is stated, however, 
that some seed bad lieen purchased 
from the stock 
which was on hand 
when the bids were Awarded. 
It is the custom of tile department 
to inspect so far as possible the seed* 
while in the field in a growing state 
and to test for germination and true­ 
ness to type every sample of seed 
which is purchased for congressional 
distribution. 
The germination tests 
are conducted 
in the regular seed 
testing laboratory of the agricultural 
department and no sample is purchas 
ed unUwm it comes up to the standard 
of germination. 
All seeds which are purchased by 
Uncle Rara are sampled in bulk and 
these bulk 
samples are grown in a 
testing garden, maintained for the 
purpose, to determine their trueness 
to variental name and to type.

This w ill raise the bottles from the 
bottom of tho pail, thus allowing a 


free circulation of w ater and prevent­ 
ing bumping of the bottles. 
Punch a 
hole through tile cap of one of the 
bottles arid insert a thermometer. The 
ordinary floating type of thermometer 
is likely to be inaccurate, so if possible 
a good therm om eter 
w ith the scale 
etched on the glass should be used. 
Set the bottles of milk In the pall 
aud fill the pail w ith w.ater nearly to 
the level of the milk. 
P u t the pail on 
Hie stove or over a gas flame and beat 
ii until the therm om eter in the milk 
shows not less than 150 degrees or 
more than 155 degrees F . 
The bottles 
should then be removed from the w a­ 
ter and allowed to stand from tw enty 
to th irty minutes. 
T h e tem perature 
will fall slow ly, hut may be beld more 
uniform ly by covering the bottles with 
a towel. 
The punctured cap should be 
replaced w ith a new one or the bottle 
should lie covered w ith an inverted 
cap 
A fter tho milk has been held 
as directed it should lie cooled. 
To 
avoid danger of breaking the bottle

Washington, April I.—Secretary of 
the Interior Ballinger was ordered to 
produce with “all due speed" all pa­ 
pers called for by the Ballinger-Pin- 
ohot investigating committee. This ac­ 
tion was taken by the committee on 
the resumption of its hearings in the 
face of the protest by Mr. Ballinger 
that the requests of the “prosecution” 
were unreasonable. The decision was 
based on a vigorous complaint 
by 
Louis D. Brandels, attorney for Louis 
R. Clavis, the deposed field agent of 
the land office. 
Mr. Brandels complained of the de­ 
lay of the interior department In pro­ 
ducing papers asked for and he baked 
that instructions be issued for their 
production at once. 
Attacks Ballinger's Position. 
Mr. Brandels then attacked the po­ 
sition of Secretary Ballinger, which 
he characterized as a “remarkable re­ 
versal of Ideas." 
He said that at first the secretary 
did not even want counsel, “lest it 
hinder the committee in its search for 
the 
truth " 
Afterward he employed 
counsel and now Is protesting against 
the production of papers. 
Mr. Vertrees declared that counsel 
for the prosecution was “fishing." be­ 
cause the main case put in against 
Ballinget “had failed in all Its parts.'’ 
“Fishing.” remarked Representative 
Ollie James, amid 
laughter, "don’t 
hourt nothing unless you cntsh some­ 
thing ” 
The discussion was ended by the 
adoption of a motion calling upon the 
secretary of the Interior to produce 
nil papers called for by the committee 
with “all due speed." 
Papers Taken by Glavia. 
Andrew Christensen chief of field 
division of the land office, who sue 
reeded Olavis at Seattle after his dis 
missal, was then called, and he told 
of trouble he had with Olavis over of 
tidal papers In the Seattle office. 
Olavis took a bundle of papers with 
him and declined to let Christensen 
see them tint ll he had made copies.

Philadelphia, April 9 —"To be strong 
armed for peace is a guarantee ut 
peace; to be rich but weak is to iu 
vile aggression. 
W e know that our 
people are peace-loving until trodden 
on and then they do not count the 
cost to win. 
How much better to 
make adequate preparation to secure 
peace at m oderate cost! 
How short­ 
sighted to spend enormous sums and 
valuable lives to restore peace after 
war has begun!** 
In these words George von L. Meyer, 
secrets! y of the navy, concluded his 
address at the annual banquet of the 
Navy League of the United States, 
beld at tbs Bellovue-Stratford. 


Criticised Promotion System. 


His speech was a plea for a greater 
navy as the 
surest 
guarantee 
of 
peace, and voiced a pretest against a 
parsimonious policy. Incidentally Sec­ 
retary Mayer 
criticised the present 
system of promotion 
In 
the 
uavy, 
which he characterized as ‘‘absurd." 
instancing among its results that the 
average age of captains Is fifty five 
years and of adm irals sixty and a half 
years 
He spoke with praise of the 
proposed “personnel bill.” designed to 
procure officers of advanced rank at 
1 a younger age. To our expanding navy 
Mr. Meyer gave credit for the enor­ 
mous growth In thia country’s steel 
business, and for A m ericas 
ability 
during the last twelve .veers to under­ 
sell the world In steel. 
Chsrletnagne Tower, chairman of 
the Nicholas 
Biddie section of the 
league, presided. The speakers, in ad 
dltlon to Secretary M*»yer. included 
Senator Penrose. Senator Oliver. Gov 
ernor Stuart. Rear Admiral Sperry and 
Mayor Reyburn. Commander Peary at­ 
tended for a shert time prior to his 
departure from the city 
Secretary Meyer spoke In part as 
follows: 
“Under the present absurd system 
of promotion the average of captains 
is fifty five years and of rear admirals 
sixty and a half years. We are now 
serving training officers in command 
of battleships and armored cruisers, 
many of whom cannot serve as flag 
officers on account of the short tim e 
they have been on the active list after 
reaching that grade. 
The proceed 
personnel bill which was recommend­ 
ed bv the board will promote the off! 
cera to the grad* of rear admiral at 
the average age of fifty-four years and 
to the captains at the average age of 
about forty-ali.

“The year 1907 beheld America, for 
the first time, underselling th* world 
in steel. This year we have had the 
proud dtstlnctioa, In open competition 
with England. Germany, 
France 
and 
Italy, of having allotted to our ship­ 
builders construction and equipment 
for the Argentine government of tw 
of the largest battleships that have 
been designed."

EAT is one of the chief tissue 
building foods. 
It is also on® 


of the foods most commonly 
found on the average table. 
No matter how high the price soars, It 
Is demanded at least once a day as the 
principal dish in the bill of fare of the 
average American family. 
Until re­ 
cent years it was considered almost 
essential to life aud was the last food 
to be sacrificed lf a change in the diet 
was 
recommended 
for 
reasons 
of 
health. 
At the present time people 
ure gradually finding out that meat is 
not a necessity in any bill of fare. 
They are 
learning there are other 
foods which contain quite as much of 
the 
tissue 
building properties, 
and 
cheese, beaus. egg** and 1 its are sub­ 
stituted for tile meat dish 
Stiff. beef. 
lamb, pork. fish, poultry aud game 
continue to lie favorite foods In many 
homes, and one or more of the nu miter 
is prepared for thy table every day. 
Universally used as it Is. meat of nil 
kinds Is the food most often spoiled in 
tho cooking, or, to make tile state 
roent a little more s|teeifle. It is the 
food materia! In which the scientific 
principles of cooking should tie and are 
not most carefully observed. 


Com position of Meat. 
Meat 
is composed of bundles of 
muscle fibers bound together by 
a 
filmy substance called connective tis­ 
sue. 
There are also In all kinds of 
meat more or less fat, water and min­ 
eral matter, besides the bone, sinew, 
blood a .^1 skin. A Hut men. a substance 
similar to Die white of egg. is found 
In tho blood and muscle, and this Is 
tile principal proteld of meat. The ex­ 
tractive, or the flavor of uieat, is also 
one of its valuable properties. It is the 
extractives which give some kinds of 
meat, beef especially, a stimulating 
value, aud they also aid in the diges­ 
tion of lite muscle fillers. The amount 
of tissue building material, or proteid. 
averages from IO to 20 per cent In dif­ 
ferent kinds of meat, and the fat va­ 
ries considerably, from ti to do i>er 
cent, according lo the animal aud the 
cut. Uncooked meat contains a large 
amount of water, usually more than 50 
per reut. 
Meat is cooked to make it more pala­ 
table. to develop lls flavor aud to kill 
any germs w hich It may contain. 
Un­ 
less very carefully done cooking meat 
makes it less easy of digestion. Baw

Due fact should ever be kept lit in iud 
when buyiug meat aud preparing It for 
the table, 
i his is that it is not ueces- 
sariiy 
the 
most 
extrusive cuts of 
meats which are either the last Aa 
vored or most nutritious. 
It is a mis­ 
take. common to i>otb experienced aud 
inexperienced cooks, to suppose tbst 
wheu a really delicious piece of meal 
is desired it must be cut from the |>or- 
tei house or sirloin. 
To be sure, in 
tnMuy minds, there is no meat quite so 
appetizing as a porterhouse steak, but 
even 
that expensive and 
naturally 
toothsome cut can be absolute!* Hindi 
cd in the cooking. 
Equally true is it 
that a piece cut from the shoulder or 
the flank can la* pre is* red and cooked 
in sin h a way that it will be a dish 
for the g*nix Had will be relished by 
eveu the epicure who usually casts 
his vote in favor of “T ” bone and ten 
derloin steaks. 


Different Cu ts of M eat. 
A practical knowledge of the usual 
method of * lilting beef, also of the 
length aud structure of the muscle 
fibers, is almost necessary in order to 
insure getting the best pieces of meat 
and to determine bow they should be 
cooked. 
By the land pieces one gen­ 
erally menus those pieces having the 
least bone and the tenderest juiciest 
meat. The woman who seldom if ever 
visits the meat market, who Invariably 
gives her meat orders by telephone, is 
not as likely to get a choice roast or a 
particularly good steak as is the wo­ 
man who, knowing where these cuts 
sre located, goes to the market and 


Pasturing th® Hors®. 
It la very dangerous to turn a hors® 
wholly accustomed to dry food Into a 
pasture of flush crass. 
The sadden 
change to green food will most likely 
cause a rapid fermentation in the stom­ 
ach and bowels. 'Turn th® bors® upon 
a short pasture, where he must gather 
his grass very slowly.

makes ber own selection. 
It Is not so 
easy matter to sell poor meat to the 
woman who knows almost as well wa 
the butcher himself the difference in 
the amouut of bone in various cuts of 
m eat It is a simple matter to become 
familiar with the character of the dif­ 
ferent kinds of meat aud their loca­ 
tion in the carcass, aud it is a subject 
which every 
woman should under­ 
stand. 
The highest priced and tenderest 
pieces of beef are cut from the hind 
quarter. 
Custom is so strong lo its 
preference that beef animals are bred 
with a view to having as much meat 
and as small bones In the loin as pos­ 
sible. 
The largest amount of nutri­ 
ment is obtained from some of the 
fore quarter pieces. 
In dividing the 
side of beef into fore and bind quar­ 
ters the division is generally made 
leaving oue rib on the bind quarter. 
The sirloin and rump roast, loin, por­ 
terhouse and round steaks, the flank 
or skirt piece and the shank are in the 
bind quarter. 
The rib roasts, chuck, 
short ribs, clod or forearm, plate piece, 
including the navel, the n*»k and shin, 
are locr ted In the fore quarter. 
Most 
of these pieces can be cut Into smaller 
portions, and the quantity of bone 
which these several parts contain gen­ 
erally determines which is the best to 
buy. 
Of course animals must have 
hone, and the butcher must see to it 
that some one buys the bone lf he ex­ 
pects to make a good profit. 
But we 
are always willing to leave the inferior 
p arts-tb e big bones—to the customer 
who does not know any better. 
lit selecting a rib roast always ask 
for af least the first three ribs from 
the whole fore quarter. The first five 
rills make a satisfactory roast for a 
large family. Cuttlug nearer the shoul­ 
der. tile muscle fibers are coarser and 
th® meat not as suitable for roasting. 
Tlip rib roast may have the bones left 
iii it Mud he cooked as a standing 
roast, or the ribs may be cut out and 
the meat rolled, with center filled with a 
hit of suet. The first method probably 
has a little better flavor; the second or 
rolled road is more easily carved. 
The first chuck piece generally sells 
for a few cents less i>er pound than 
the ribs and makes a very good roast 
if it is carefully prepared and cooked 
rather slowly. The second and remain­ 
ing chuck pieces are better for pot 
than oven roasting. 
The clod piece 
contains Joint and bone of the fore­ 
arm 
It is often cut into three parts. 
The second or middle piece, contain­ 
ing lite smaller amount of hone. Is 
prefera hie 
The rump piece, with hip Joint re- 
tnoved and the cavity tilled with suet. 
makes an excellent roasting piece. It 
is very lean, the muscles closely knit. 
and unless the hone is taken out aud 
some extra fat added the meat is like­ 
ly to i*e dry. 
The tenderloin Is a solid piece of 
lesn meat, juicy and of due grain and 
flavor. 
It Is located lu the loin. Just 
under the backbone, and is thickest in 
Die center of lite loin. Because It has 
no waste and is unusually tender it is 
sometimes sold in a separate piece and 
prepared as a fillet of beef or broiled 
for steak. 
But such tenderloin is sel­ 
dom lf ever taken from first quality 
beef. bern tine when it bas been re­ 
moved lite value of the remaining 
steaks Is considerably lessened. There­ 
fore 
the choicest 
steak 
is 
usually 
the fourth or fifth porterhouse, con­ 
taining a good portion of the tender­ 
loin Select a sirloin steak that bas 
been cut as far into the loin aa possi­ 
ble 
This gives a good sized piece of 
tenderloin as well as a large middle 
piece with short muscles. 


Methods of Cooking Moat. 
Eight 
methods are generally em­ 
ployed to cooking meats. 
These are 
broiling, 
roasting, 
stewing, 
boiling. 
frying, sauieiug. fricasseeing, a combi­ 
nation of sauteing and stewing, and 
braising, a combination of frying and 
baking. 
Tile various methods repre­ 
sent cooking in moist heat on top of the 
range and cooking in dry heat in the 
oven or broiler. 
The principle under­ 
lying all the methods Is the same. 
It 
is to begin the cooking of the ment at 
a high temjierature in order to sear 
over the cut muscle ends to keep the 
juices in the meat and then to cook at 
a lower temperature that the muscle 
fibers and connective tissue may be 
hardened as little as |*ossible. 
For a roast of beef choose either the 
first three ribs. a cut from the sirloin 
or the rump piece. 
After preparing 
the roast for I he oven w ipe it with a 
doth wet with cold waler. 
Do not 
put lite meat In a dish of water to 
wasti it. 
Put the meat into a dripping 
pan or. I*etter. a self basting roaster, 
sprinkle it with a little pepper aud 
dredge lightly with flour lf desired. 
But do not put water lu the pan nor 
sprinkle the meat with salt, because 
both extract the flavor of the meat, 
and the salt draws out the Juice. 
The 
oven should be very hot, alinit .'IAU 
degrees, hot enough to sear the meat 
on all sides in ten or fifteen minutes 
lf desired the searing may be done on 
fop of the stove directly over the fire. 
After the meat Is well seared the tem­ 
perature should be lowered and the 
meat allowed to cook more slowly un­ 
til It is done, ti bout fifteen minutes for 
each pound, 
if a dripping pan is used 
the meat will require basting several 
times during Die first hour. 
For this 
melt some butter or some good. fresh 
“drippings" in hot water, remove the 
pan from the oven and haste thor 
ottgbly. 
Do not pour water over the 
meat nor baste with clear fat. 
After 
two or 
three times there 
will 
be 
enough fat in the pan for subsequent 
bastings. 
Salt may be added during 
the last half hour of roasting or after 
the meat has been well seared, 
To be 
quite 
satisfactory 
a 
roust 
should 
weigh at least five pounds. 
I^ss than 
that the piece will be so small that by 
the time lr has been seared on till 
sides there will be very little* center 
portion. 


T o 8ave Norses' Legs and Feet. 
Careful attention to tile legs and 
feet of the horse during the muddy 
spring months will save much trouble 
aud labor, 
lf the mud is carefully 
cleaned from the legs and feet after 
each drive in muddy weather lite labor 
will be found to be much loss and re­ 
sults more satisfactory than will the 
treatm ent of a case of scratches later
